Boulle-work of the case strongly suggests that the clock was made 
for Louis XIV, possibly for presentation. 

Pouilly was a man extremely ingenious in devising calendars and 
is referred to in the Paris Directory for 1691 as “‘ Le Sieur Pouilly 
of Rue Dauphine mathematical instrument maker and seller of 
a Peculiar Calendar ”’.
